Irish Protest Filed at 
Paris Terms League En- 
gine of Empire Designed 
to Perpetuate British 
Rule Throughout World. 


NO PART WAS TAKEN 
BY THE UNITED STATES 


Leon Bourgeois, Who 
Presided, Expressed the 
Hope That a Representa- 
tive of America Would: 
Soon Occupy Place in 
Council of League. 


Paris, January 16.—The council 
of the leage of nations received 
the first formal protest to be pre- 
sented to it almost before it came 
into being with today’s initial ses- 
sions. The protest was from “the 
envoys of the elected government 
of the Irish republic” against “the 
unreal English simulacre of an in- 
ternational league of peace.” 

No mention of the protest was 
made during the meeting of the 
council, but copies were handed to 
the newspaper correspondents after 
they left the foreign office, The 
document. was signed “Ouaklaigh 
Duffy.” It registered objections to 
the “pretended league of nations. 
and declared the league to be an 
“engine of empire, designed to se- 
cure and perpetuate English hege- 
mony throughout both hemia- 
pheres.” ; 

The protest insisted ‘that the 
league was illusory and incomplete, 
lacking authority and sanction, and 
declared that the United States 
stood out in indignation and repu- 
diation. of, it.” 

League Council Organizes, 

Representatives of France, Great 
Britain, Italy, Gréece, Belgium, 
Spain, Japan and Brazil, members 
of the council of the league of na- 
tions, met in the “clock room” of 
the French foreign office at 10 
o’cléck this morning for the first 
meeting of the league. 

The council organized at 10:30 
o'clock by electing Leon Bourgeois 
as chairman and confirming the 
choice of Sir Eric Drummond, of 
Great Britain, as general secre- 
tary. 

The first official act of the coun- 
cil was the appointment of a com- 
mission to trace upon the spot the 
frontiers of the territory of the 
Saare Basin. 

Leon Bourgeois, French represen- 
tative, who presided, said: 

“The task of presiding at this 
meeting and inaugurating this great 
international institution should 
have fallen to President Wilson. We 
respect the reasons which still de- 
lay final decision by our friends 
in Washington, but express the 
hope their difficulties will be soon 
overcome and that a representative 
of the great American republic will 
o¢cupy the place awaiting him 
among us. The work of the council 
will then assume definite charac- 
ter and will have that particular 
force which should be associated 
with our work. 

“January 16, 1920, will go down 
in history as the date of the birth 
of a new world. Decisions to be 
reached today will be in the name 
of all nations adhering to the cov- 
enant of the league. It will be the 
fireat decree of all free nations 
|leaguing themselves together for 
the first time in the world to sub- 
| stitute right for might. But the 
| organization of the league of na- 
tions will not be complete until 
the assembly of all the states 
meets.” 

Earl Cursen Speaks. 

Ear] Curzon, British secretary of 
state for foreign affairs and that 
nation’s representative on the 
council of the league, said: 

“On behalf of the British empire 
I desire to express the loyalty of 
my government and the external 
dominions of the. British crown to 
the spirit underlying the covenant 
of the league of nations. It is 
j our intention by every means in 
;our power to insure its practical 
}efficiency. If is our firm belief 
jthat through its instrumentality 
jalone can we hope to insure that 
‘such miseries that the world has 
experienced during the past five 
years shall not be repeated and that 
a new era of international relatiou- 
ship shall dawn.

ROBBERY TOOK PLACE 
IN BROAD DAYLIGHT 


Bandits Fled in Auto To- 
ward Montgomery, and 
Columbus, Ga., Police 
and Big Posse Immedi- 
ately Began Scouring 
Section. 


Columbus, Ga., January 16.—(Spe- 
cial.)—In true western style, four 
masked and armed highwaymen en- 
tered the Phoenix-Girard bank in 
Girard, Ala., opposite Columbus, at 
1 o’clock this afternoon, held up the 
president, assistant cashier and oth- 
er officials at tthe point of pistols 
and proceeded to loot the institu- 
tion, making their getaway with 
currency aggregating about $30,000. 

It was the most sensational rob- 
bedy in the history of this com- 
munity or section, and tonight city 
officers of Columbus, Phoenix City 
and Girard are on the logvkout for 
the robbers. River bridges are 
being guarded to prevent their re- 
turn to Georgia, and county offi- 
cials of Lee and Russell counties, 
Alabama, are searching main roads 
and byways, while country phones 
are being Worked in every direction 
to try to get information regarding | 
the robbers. | 

Up to a jate hour tenightength- 
ing had been hearéfrom the rob- 
bers. It is believ’ that they can 
not escape, however, as a general 


alarm has been given. . 


Holdup Complete Sufprise. 

The men entered the bank quiet- 
ly and quickly rushed to the 
Strategic positions to which they 
had been assigned by their leader, 
and then, drawing their pistols, 
commanded everybody in the bank, 
including employees and customers, 
to hold up their hands, 


One man held up Assistant Cash-. 


ijef@™aem. Webb and Assistant Book- 
keeper Hugh Ector, who were in 
the same cage. Another rushed 
around inside the railing through 
the president’s office, and another 
entered the private section of the 
bank through a entrance on the 
side, while a fourth man held the 
door. ° 

Clarence L. Mullin, president of 
the bank, was in his office -when 
one of the ribbers rushed in with 
drawn pistol apd commanded him 
to hold up his hands. He refused 
pointblank to do so and the man 
shouted that he would shoot him. 

“Shoot away,” declared Mullin, 
pluckily. 

" “No, I'll just knock you in the 

head,” deciared the man, and aimed 

a heavy blow at the bank president's 

head with the butt of his pistol. 
Woman Injured. 

Miss Maude Bruce, one of the em- 
ployees of the bank, threw up her 
hands to ward off the blow and the 
pistol struck her arm, bruising it. 
The man pushed her aside royghly 
and also made a siap at her face. 
bers hed gotten into the cashier's 
cage and made Webb and Ector Iie 
down on the floor, while he proceed- 
ed to rake greenbacks into a bag. 
One of the highwaymen went into 
the vault and it is supposed secured 
other greenbacks there. The rob- 
bers took only paper currency, avt 
stopping to get any silver. 

One of the robbers pushed a gun 
at the back of Miss Inez Bruce and 
she was ordered to lie down. Her 
sister, Miss Maude Bruce, was or- 
dered to lie down, and both giris 
pluckily refused to do so. Only a 
few customers were in the bank at 
the time, as the weather was rainy 
and almost stormy, and the robbers 
tried to make them lie down on the 
floor of the corridor. 

Rebbers Fired Shet. 

One shot was fired ithin the 
bank by one of the te solely 
for the purpose of intimidation. 

The entire hold-up did not last 
over three minutes. The robbers 
rushed outside and jumped into a 
car belonging to a customer of the 
bank who had gone inside to make 
a deposit. The customer, Rufus Fert, 
had left the engine of his car run- 
ning while he was in the bank. 

As the car started off, President 


Mullin rushed out of the bank. pis- 
tol in hand. and fired five times at 


the fleeing robbers. At least one of | 


the shots hit the top of the car, but 
it is not known whether any of the 
men were hit. 

All the men were strangers to 
the persons within the bank. One 
man wore a black mask. while an- 
other had a piece of white cloth 
over his face. The car in which 
the robbers eschped wént due west 
over the hills into aiamagem Poss«s 
are in pursuit.

The. plans for the new building, 
which are now ready, show a build- 
ing of classic design, with a simple, 
symmetrical effect throughout.

note to the Japanese government. 
The note, which is in reply to a 
communication of the Japanese gov- 
er@ment transmitted to the state de- 
partment December 8, -was made 
public tonight. 

Japan, in its communication, in- 
quired whether the United States 
proposed to maintain the status quo, 
or to proceed to entire or partial 
withdrawal of its troops, or wheth- 
er it was ready to send reinforce- 
ments in case of need. . 

In replying that under existing 
circumstances it was deemed ddvis- 
able to withdraw the expeditionary 
force, the United States asserts that 
reinforcement would be impracti- 
cable and that to maintain the 
status quo “might involve che gov- 
ernment of the United States an in 

undertaking of such indefinits char- 
acter as tobe inadvisable.”

Of the Peace Treaty 


New York, January 16.—Advo- 
cates of ratification of the peace 
treaty by compromise headed the 
poll in the complete returns of 
the intercollegiate referendim 
which were made public here 
tonight. They led by a small 
margin voters who favored rati 
fication without reservation. or 
amendment. 

According to the revised fig- 
ures the referendum was voted 
upon in 410 colleges and univer- 
sities and 139,788 votes were cast, 
with the following results: 

Compromise between the Lodge 
and democratic reservations, 49,- 
vs Votes. 

Ratification without reserva- 
tion, 48,232 votes. 

Ratification with the Lodge 
reservations, 27,970 votes. 

Opposition to the treaty in any 
form, 13,933 votes.* 


Washington, January 16.—Pre-

The movement is non-partisan in 
politics and is designed to discour- 
age all class consciousness. It is 
not so much anti-anything as it is 
pro-American and is the outgrowth 
of a keenly felt need upon the part 
of national leaders that steps must 
be taken to get before the Amerl- 
can people—the rank and file of 
them—in such popular form as to 
be assimilated, the ideals upon 
which this nation was built and for 
which America stands. These great 
truths have been greatly befogged 
by the subtle and sinuous teachera 
who would overthrow the constitu- 
tion and abolish those things which 
Americans hold most dear. 


Far-Reaching Movement. 


Despite the publicity which the 
newspapers had given to this malt- 
ter. Mr. Hoffsommer, the national 
field director, stated it was the firm 
belief. of the originators of this 
movement that not one-tenth of our 
people have any conception of the 
lengths to which the radicals had 
gone in undermining real honest-to- 
goodness Americanism. He said 
that organized labor was having a 
fight for its life against the radicals 
who seek to gain control of these 
organizations and that our institu- 
tions of higher learning were s06 
honey-combed with revolutionary 
socialism that it was difficult to 
get 10 per cent America nfaculties,

John F. Kramer, general prohibi- 
tion commissioner, announced that 


tion of his corps of state commis- 
sioners and local agents and had 
been notified by them that they were 
prepared to start tomorrow morning 
on the task of enforcing the amend- 
ment as provided in the Volstead 
enforcement act. 

There was little notice taken by 
government officials of the end of 
all licensed sales of liquor except at 
the treasury department, where 
much activity was shown at the of- 
fices of officials connected with pro- 
hibition enforcement. Their task, 
however, was confined to the linking 
up of detailed plans for aiding ! -ca] 
authorities in driving out the ille- 
exitimate dealer in intoxicants. Of- 
ficials said they expected a multl- 
plicity of legal and lesser tangles 
to ensue, but they were-making an 
effort to avoid’ as many of these as 
possible. 

1,500 Sleuths on Job. 

Commissioner Kramer said he had 


a staff of nearly 1,500 men ready to 
begin their duties at midnight. 


‘About 200 of these will work under 
the direction of the state prohibi- 


tion officers, while the others will- 


serve much as internal revenue 
agents did before war-time prohibi- 
tion went into effect. In a few 
states the state directors have not 
been named, but Mr. Kramer has 
delegated their powers to internal 
revenue officials, so the organiza- 
tion was fegarded as complete. Mr. 
Kramer’s bureau has $2,000,000 with 
which to conduct its work until 
July 1. 

Treasury officials anticipate somic 
tFouble in handling the distilled 
liquors in bonded warehouses. It 


has been disclosed that, in several. 


cities, large quantities of bottled 
goods have disappeared from bond- 
ed storage despite the Vigilance of 
revenue officers. To avert further 
thefts, Mr. Kramer’s staff has been 
instructed to guard such liquors 
with extra care. 

The regulations under which Mf. 
Kramer and his staff will operate 
comprise one of the largest as well 
as among the most important docu- 
ments ever issued by the treasury 
department. Its pages are replete 
with definite methods for applica- 
tion of the amendment and the Vol- 
stead enforcement act; the depart- 
ment’s interpretation of all provi- 
sions is set out plainly and un- 
equivocally, and no room is consid« 
eréd left for doubt as to what can 
and cannot be done in the future. 

“Novel Experiment.” 

Mr. Kramer frankly admits the 
government undertakes a “novel ex- 
periment,” but the procedure de- 
cided upon he believes will accom- 
plish its end if the people of the 
United States give it half @ chance. 
Mr. Kramer is banking strongly up- 
on general public co-operation to 
enforce prohibition and his organi- 
zation has been designed to that 
end. Here are some of the out- 
standing characteristics of the gov- 
ernment’s field force which starts 
out tomorrow: 

There is not a single woman in 
the organization. 

It contains only two officers of 
the Anti-Saloon league, one a trus- 
tee of the league and the other a 
district superintendent. 

More than 1,000 members of the 
force whose duty it will be to run 
down illicit manufacture and boot- 
legging will be attached to the ten 
district headquarters throughout 
the country. 

Five hundred more will be at- 
tached to the state organization to 


operate directly under the state di- 
rectors in handling the sale of per- 
missible intoxicants and the educa- 
tional features of the campaign. 

The ten district supervisors will 
draw salaries of $5,000 each. The 
Salaries of the state directors will 
range from $3,500 to $5,000. The 
salaries for directors in Pennsyl- 
vania, New York, Illinois and Cali- 
fornia will be $5,000. 

“I think the great majority of the 
American people will fall in line 
with our plans,” said Mr. Kramer. 
“The surprising response during the 
period of preliminary prohibition 
through which we have just passed 
bears witness to that fact.” 

U. S. First ¢Dry” Nation. 

From 12:01 a. ™., the “manufac+ 
ture, sale or transportation of in- 
toxicating liquors within, the im- 
portation thereof into, or the ex. 


pertation thereof ‘fram the United | 
States and all territory subject :to: 


the jurisdiction théreof for bever- 
age purposes” is prohibited by the 
eighteenth amendment to the con- 
stitution, and the United States be- 
comes the first nation of the world 
to make such a provision part of its 
basic law. Congress has defined an 
intoxicating liquor as any beverage 
containing one-half of one per cent 
or mote of alcohol. 

Actually, thé advént of constitu- 
tional prohibition will make little 
differéiice in the daily life 6? the 
people of this country, a8 they have 
been living under the nation-wide 
war-time ban on al¢oholic drinks 
since last July.

Thousands of gallons of whisky 
remain in bonded warehouses with 
no chance to be sold at prevailing 
high prices. The liquor can be tak- 
en out only for medicinal and scien- 
tific uses, with the bureau of in- 
ternal revenue exefting extreme 
precautions to see that none of it i# 
used in violation of the law... Dur- 
ing the last two. months, many 
owners of alcoholic liquors, fore-

this country, have endeavored to 
rush the surplus to other countries. 
Lack of shipping space prevented 
mote than a fraction being exported. 
Cuba and the Bahamas have received 
most of what was sent . abroad. 
There were 70,000,000 gallons on 
hand when war-time prohibition 
went into effect. The amount ex- 
ported is not known, but it is prob- 
ably less than 20,000,000 gallons. 

Attacks on constittitional prohi- 
bition, begun in several states, ap- 
parently are not viewed with alarm 
by the reform forees. After the sus« 
preme court upheld the. constitu- 
tionality of +war-time prohibition 
and the measures to enforce it, 
Wayne B. Wheeler, general counsel 
of the Anti-Saloon League of Amer- 
ica, announced that the only ques- 
tion left on which the wets could 
make a fight was whether prohibi- 
tion was a proper subject for con- 
stitutional action and whether the 
amendment had been adopted legal- 
ly.

Depends on Local Sentiment. 


Mr. Roper has made plain, how- 
ever, that enforcement of prohibi- 
tion depends largely on local sériti- 
ment and has appealed to eltizens 
of the United States to give their 
¢0-operation to upholding the law of 
the couhtry. Federa forces, he 
said, would be used to reinforce 
local efforts, and where any state 
officer failed in his duty, his con- 
stituents would be informéd, 

Approximately $500,000,000 in 
taxes has been collected annually 
on alcoholic beverages, which now 
will have to be obtained by the 
government in some other way. 

Prohibition sentiment, eculminat- 
ing in the epoch-making  aniend- 


iment to the constitution, has been 


Srowing steadily in this country 
since 1808, according to  reeords 
compiled by the board of temper- 
ance of the Methodist Episcopal 
church. At that time, a demand for 
modération in the use of ardent 
spirits arose, followed ten years 
later by an even broader moveniefit 
for abstinence from ardént spirits 
and for moderation in the use of 
malt liquors. This in tufn gave Way, 
in 1840, to sentiment for abstinence 
from all alcoholic beverages. 

Agitation for abolition of. th 
practice of licensing thé sale of liq-« 
uor did not come until 1847, re- 
sulting four years later in the en- 
actment of prohibition laws if 
Maine, the first state to put prohi- 
bition into effect. Kansas was sec- 
ond in 1880 and North Dakota third 
in 1889. Meanwhile, the movement 
had grown to such proportions that 
a national prohibition part was 
formed at a convention in Chicago 
September 1, 1869. 

Women, always in the forefront 
of the activity to stop the sale of 
alcoholic drinks, organized for a 
eoncerted fight after the famots 
women’s crusade, 1873-4. Their as- 
sociation was later to become 
known throughout the world by the 
name of the Women’s Christian 
Temperance union, with a little 
white ribbon. 

Another powerful influence in the 
fight for prohibition came into ex- 
istence in 1893 in the formation of 
the Anti-Saloon league. It is note- 
worthy that both these organiza- 
tions had their inception in Ohio. 

Prohi Wave Bezan in Georgia. 

The modern wave of prohibition 
legislation began with Georgia in 
lJu7, Since that time, the movement 
gained strength more rapidly than 
any other reform in the history of 
the world, so that 33 states already 
have prohibition by state action, in 
21 adopted by popular vote and in 
the others by legislative measures. 
At the time the _ constitutional 
amendment was submitted, 24 of the 
48 states and considerably more 
than half of the territorial United 
States, had prohibition. In states 
Where prohibition was not state- 
wide, it had been adopted under 
local option laws by many com- 
munities. ° 

In addition to state laws, there 
have been in effect stringent meas- 
ures adopted by congress as aids 
toward winning the war, which gave 
a tremendous impetus to the prohi- 
bition movement. Studying the ex- 
amples of foreign countries, a law 
was passed go it unlawful to 
provide any man in uniform with 
alcoholic beverages. Making of 
beer and whisky was stopped under 
the food control act and the sale of 
drinks was terminated at midnight 
last June 30. Shipment of “Hquor 
into any states was prohibited by 
the bone-dry law. 

The constitutional amendment was 
finally adopted by congress on De- 
cember 18, 1817, with a restrictive 
clause, hitherto unknown in légis- 
lative procedure, that it would be 
inoperative unless tatified within 
seven years. It required only thir- 
teen months. The vote in the house 
was 281 to 128 and in the senate 66 
to 20, 

Submission of the amendment to 
the states eame at a time when 
many legislatures were assembling, 
Mississippi quickly put its approval 
on the amendmént and was followed 
in’ order by Virginia, Kentucky, 
South Carolina, North Dakota, 
Maryland, Montana, Texas, Dela- 
ware, South Dakota, Massachusetts, 
Arizona, Georgia, Louisiana, Flor- 
jda,. Michigan, Ohio, Oklahoma, 
Maine, Tennessee, Illinois, Colorado, 
West Virginia, Idaho, California, In- 
diana, Arkansas, North Carolina, 
Washington, Alabama, Kansas, Ore- 
gon, Utah, Iowa, New Hampshire, 
and Nebraska, making the required 
$6 states, three-fourths of the 
union, for the amendment to become 
effective. Nine more states like- 
wise gave their ratification, 45 in 
all, as follows: Wyoming, Missouri, 
Minnesota, Wisconsin, Nevada, New 
Mexico, Vermont, New York and 
Pennsylvania. 

Proclaimed Amendment. 


Acting Secretary of State Frank 
I. Polk proclaimed the amendment 
as part of the constitution under 
date of January 29, 1919, but it goes 
into effect one year from the date 
of ratification by the thirty-sixth 
state. As that took place on Janu- 
ary 16, 1919, the amendment is op- 
erative, according to the bureau of 
intérnal revenue, at midnight of 
tonight. 

To enforce constitutional prohf- 
bition, congress enacted a bill so 
drastic that a man can be fined or 
put in jail for even displaying a 
picture of a brewery or a keg. Right 
to store liquor in one’s own home 
for personal use stood up, however, 
against vigorous attacks in both 
senate and house. 

Alcoholic beverages still may be 
produced for medicinal and sacra- 
mental uses, and alcohol will con- 
tinue to be made for scientific and 
industrial purposes, but many safe- 
guards are provided that the law 
shall not be violated. The home

STRICKLER TALKS 
BEFORE CHRISTIAN 
SCIENCE MEETING 


Destruction of erroneous religious 
belief by sybstitution of a knowl- 
edge of trtth was the theme of 
the lecture of Virgil ©.

Nashville, Tenn., January 16.—~ 
The case of William fF. Cook, 
charged with the murder of his 
wife’s niece, Lucy Stanford, August 
25, 1913, went to the jury Friday 
night in circuit court at Murfrees- 
boro, Cook has stood five previous 
trials for the murder of his wife, 
Maggie IF.

As a result of a conference of Dr. 
A. F. Abercrombie and others, rep- 
resenting the state health authori- 
ties, wwith Mayor Glenn Toole and 
Macon city officials “this week, it 
was announced yesterday at the 
state board of health office that 
legislation will be sought next sum- 
mer to make the state tuberculosis 
sanitarium at Alto more available 
to counties and ru icipalities, 
which may desire to send patients 
there. 

The matter was staretd by the 
appropriation by the Macon city of- 
ficials of $25,000, to be used for the 
purpose of establishing a city tu- 
berculosis sanitarium like that of 
Atlanta at Battle Hill, The sugges- 
tic was made that it would be 
better for the patients if they could 
be.taken out: of the city and treat- 
ed at the state’s sanitarium at Alto, 
This led to a conference with the 
state health authorities. 

While there seemed to be no ob- 
jection to allowing Macon to build 
her institution on the property 5f 
the state, and giving her unfor- 
tunates thé benefit of the treatment 
which the state provides there, there 
is no law which would authorize it. 
The general assembly will be asked 
next summer to so amend the law 
that cities or counties, which de- 
sire to provide for the treatment of 
their white plague patients at Alto 
and are willing to pay for them, 
may do so.

medals because of the “unfortunate 
and unnecesssary” controversy that 
had arisen. 

Taking up the Secretary’s an- 
nounced pojicy of awarding dis- 
tinguished service medals to offi- 
cers who had lost ships in action 
where their service had been meri- 
torious, Admira] Sims declared such 
officers deserved medals of honor, 
or nothing. He cited the case of a 
British “mystery ship” sunk by a 
submarine after a battle from which 
the U-boat emerged uninjured. The 
British officer received, he said, 
the Victoria Cross, equivalent of 
the medal of honor. 

In this connection Admiral Sims 
read a personal letter from Secre- 
tary Daniels asking what steps to- 
ward “suitable recognition” of the 
services of the officers of the de- 
stroyer Jacob Jones, sunk without 
warning by an enemy torpedo, had 
been taken and his own reply stat- 
ing that officers in cases like this 
deserved no particular recognitidn. 
Admiral Sims also presented a per- 
sonal letter he had written Bagley 
at the time, commending his conduct 
after the sinking of the Jone, 
which letter he said was in addition 
to the formal commendation made a 
| part of Bagley’s military record, 
Heated Verbal Tilts. 

During the hearing Admiral Sims 
engaged in heated verbal tilts with 
Senators Pittman, democrat, Ne- 
vada, and Trammell, democrat, Flor- 
ida, who showed a disposition to 
cross-question him in detail. 

Before Admiral Sims was hear3 
Senator Pittman made a determined 
effort to have Mr. Daniels called 
as the first witness, declaring the 
committce was showing discourtesy 
in calling a subordinate first. His 
motion was defeated on party lines. 

Summing up objections to the 
decorations award policy, Admiral 
Sims declared that “the awarding 
of medals to men who lost their 
|Ships in action without engaging 
| the enem was without precedent 
in the history of the American navy 
| or any other navy, and had\ resulted 
| in absolutely shattering the morale 
| of the service.” He attacked 
| changes made both by Secretary 
| Daniels and the Knight board, 
| bluntly stating that he did not 
| have confidence in the board’s abil- 
ity to judge of the relative merits 
of officers. 

Officers of the navy, the adm!- 
ral said, would much rather have 
no medals awarded than to have 
them juggled around. He said that 
his chief criticism was not that 
| some of his recommendations had

Daniels to Be Last Witness. 

Admiral Sims is expected to con-

or Secretary Daniels were ealled. 
) it was indicated that Mr. Daniels 
| would be the last witness called. 
| Opening the hearing, Chairman 
Hale said congress intended that 
the award of honors won by naval 
officers and won in time of war 
should be “beyond the influence of 
friendship, patronage or politics,” 


but that there was a feeling over 
the country the intent of congress 
had been violated. 

Purpose of the Probe. 


The purpose of the committee's 


cae THe 
investigation was summed up by 
the chairman as follows: 

To throw the full light of pub- 
licity on any person or persons re- 
sponsible for lowering the value of 
naval war-time decorations to the 
recipients and thus lowering the 
morale of the navy by allowing 
friendship or politics to influence 
such awards and to obtain full vin- 
dication of any persons who might 
have been placed in a false light be- 
fore the public as the result of re- 
cent charges. 

Senator Pittman, democrat, Ne- 
vada, charged the committee with 
discourtesy to Secretary Daniels in 
calling Admiral Sims, a subordinate 
officer, before hearing Secretary 
Daniels, the “man who is virtually 
on trial here.” He said Mr. Daniels 
was responsible for the awards, and 
should be heard first. 

Chairman Hale replied that no 
discourtesy was intended to the 
secretary, but that it was thought 
best to first call Admiral Sims, who 
made the principal charges in the 
controversy. Asked if Secretary 
Daniels had been invited to appear 
first, the chairman said he had not, 
but added he would be given an op- 
yortunity to testify later. Senator 
Pittman then asked unanimous con- 
sent to have Secretary Daniels call- 
ed before proceeding further, but 
Chairman Hale objected. 

Senator Pittman then demanded a 
roll call qn a formal motion, which 
was lost by a vote of 3 to 2. 

A motion by Senator Pittman 
that Secretary Daniels be called as 
soon as Rear Admiral Sims finished 
his testimony also was defeated. 

Admiral Sims on Stand, 

On taking the stand, Admiral 
Sims said he had received a reply 
to his letter to Mr. Daniels criticis- 
ing the methods of making the 
naval awards; that the reply was 


personal, and simply said no final 
action on the awards had been 
made, 

Admiral Sims then read a pre- 
pared statement in which he said 
some newspapers had been wis- 
taken in ascribing personal motives 
to some of those who criticised the 
awards and in assuming that advan- 
tage was taken of the incident to 
make a personal attack on the sec- 
retary. 

“Nothing could be further from 
the truth,” he said, adding that in 
“probably the nearly unanimous 
opinion of officers of the navy,” 
cériain mistakes were made in the 
awards which involved not only the 
question of justice, but the morale 
of the fighting force. 

“Assuming the existence of these 
convictions on the part of naval of- 
ficers,”” Admiral Sims continued, “‘it 
is apparent that it is the duty at 
least of those who exercise, or have 
exercised, command of the officers 
the advisability of whose decora- 
tions is in question, officially to 
present their criticisms and sugges- 
tions in accordance with the au- 
thorization prescribed for such 
cases by the regulation issued by 
the navy department, 


Criticism Is a Duty. 


“The muking of such criticisms is, 
therefore, not only a duty that the 
officers indicated owe their service, 
but it is perfectly legal and per- 
lectly proper, and does not involve, 
as some press comments have 
stated, or implied, any flavor of in- 
subordination. 

“Our navy  lacks~ constructive 
criticism from the public—and 
necessarily so because our naval of- 
ficers are forbidden to publish any- 
thing without the permission of, 
and usually censorship by, the de- 
partment. This is, to say the least, 
a singular regulation to be enforced 
ina democratic formof government; 
and the inevitable result is that the 
American public knows less about 
naval matters than the public of 
any other considerable maritime 
power, because the officers of the 
latter are permitted, under certain 
regulations, when not on duty, to 
publish any articles in criticism or 
suggestion which in their judgment 
will bo of benelit to their services or 
their country. A similar permission 
granted to American naval officers 
would not only be of great benefit 
to the public and the navy, but the 
navy cannot attain its maximum 
efficiency without it.” 

Brother-in-Law of Daniels. 

Referring to the case of Com- 
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mander David Worth Bagley, broth- 
er-in-law of Secretary Daniels,whose 
recommendation for a navy cross 
was changed by the secretary to a 
distinguished service meda Ad- 
miral Sims said Commander ley 
was one of the most capable young 
officers in the service. The admiral 
read a letter he wrote Commander 
Bagley congratulating him on his 
conduct when his ship, the destroy- 
er Jacob Jones, was sunk by a sub- 
marine, and then presented a letter 
from Mr. Daniels asking the ad- 
miral what recommendation he had 
made for medals for Commander 
Bagiey and other officers of the 
Jacob Jones. 

Admiral Sims said he replied that 
in cases where commanders of de- 
stroyers won actions against sub- 
marines special distinctions were 
recommended, but that he did not 
recommend any special distinctions 
in cas2s where “the action result- 
ed in’ defeat.” ’ 

Declaring he had read statements 
in the press that he had recom- 
mended every officer on his staff 
for a D. S&S. M., the witness said he 
had recommended 19 officers for 
that decoration out of 202 who were 
on his staff. He characterized the 
service of these officers as of 
“paramount importance,” and re- 
viewed their records to show why 
—“ recommended them for decora- 

on. 

“Whatever of recognition, praise 
or credit I may have gotten out of 
this war belongs to the officers of 
my staff,” he declared. “I only 
claim the credit for building the 
machine and picking the right 
men.” 


Medals Source‘of Trouble. 


Admiral Sims said medals were 
only a source of trouble, and the 
service in general would be glad 
if all could be withdrawn and the 
government “call it square.” The 
“unfortunate and unnecessary” con- 
troversy, he said, had arisen be- 
cause “a policy defined by the sec- 
retary,” had not been written into 
instructions to the Knight medal 
award board as he and other offi- 
cers had urged. He had recommend- 
ed, he added, “three out of 80,000” 
for medals of honor, and “all got 
something else,” the honor medal 
awarded going to Lieutenant Isaacs, 
captured by a submarine after the 
Sinking of the transport President 
Lincoln. 

General decoration of officers 
who lost their ships was without 
precedent in the history of the 
world, Admiral Sims said. Com- 
inanders in such cases earned “the 
medal of honor or nothing,” he 
added. . 

Replying to Senator Pittman as to 
whether the commander of a sink- 
ing ship might perform a distin- 
guished service, the Admiral creat- 
ed a ripple of laughter by declaring 
he would have awarded a navy 
cross to the “boy stood on the 
burning deck,” but not a dis- 
tinguished service medal. 

“My sole and chief contention is 
that the action of the secretary and 
the Knight board in changing the 
recommendations made by com- 
manding officers was absolutelv 
without justification,” continued 
the admiral. “The immediate su- 
perior in command is the only one 
who knows what each officer did.” 

Failure to recognize this, Admiral 
Sims said, “has been extremely de- 
Structive to the morale of the navy 
which is already shot to pieces.” 

Sims Tilts With Senators. 

Admiral Sims had _ verbal tilts 
with several senators, particularly 
Senator Pittman, which caused 
laughter among the spectators. 

“Wo people who have worked all 
our lives in the navy know if 
morale is not right the navy is not 
right,” Admiral Sims said, “and the 
Lord knows it has never been worse 
than it is now.” 

The awarding of some thirty med- 
als of honor in connection with the 
landing at Vera Cruz, Mexico, when 
only one or two had been recom- 
mended by commanding officers, he 
said, affected service morale. 

Admiral Sims said only 218 rec-

The admiral sald he had recom- 
mended Lieutenant A. L. Gates and 
Ensign H. G. Hammann for medals 
of honor because of exceptional 
heroism, and Gates had finally re- 
ceived a distinguished service 
medal. while Hammann got a navy 
cross. Lieutenant Frank Bruce, de- 
ceased, also recommended for the 
medal of honor, was reduced to a 
navy cross by the secretary, he 


added, the Knight board not having

TROOPS LEAVE SIBERIA

States agrees that for it to send a 
reinforcement of sufficient strength 
and to act on the offensive in co- 
operation with anti-bolshevik forces 
is impracticable. 

“The government of the United 
States believes that for it to con- 
tinue to participate in guarding the 
districts now under allied military 
protection is also, under present 
conditions, impracticable, for the 
reason that an agreement to send 
reinforcements to such extent as 
may be required, with a view to 
maintain the status quo, might in- 


volve the government of the United 
States in an undertaking of such in- 
definite character as to be inadvis- 
able. The amount of reinforcement 
which might become necessary for 
the execution of such an agreement 
might be so great that the govern- 
ment of the United States would not 
feel justified in carrying ‘it out. 
Purpose of Expedition. 

“Consideration has been riven, 
therefore, to the alternative present- 
ed by the government of Japan of 
entire or partial withdrawal. It 
will be recalled that the purpose of 
the expedition, as originally con- 
ceived by the United States and ex- 
pressed in an aide memoire handed 
to’ the Japanese ambassador at 
Washington, July 17, .1918, were: 
First, to help the Czecho-Slovak 
troops, which had, during their re- 
tirement along the Siberian railway, 
been attacked by the bolsheviki and 
enemy prisoners of war in Siberia, 
to consolidate their forces and ef- 
fect their reparation by wav of 
Vladivostok, and, second, to steady 
any effort at self-government 0 
self-defense in which the Russians 
themselves might be willing to ac- 
cept assistance, 

“Not only are the Czecho-Slovak 
troops now successfully advancing 
into Eastern Siberia,. but an agree- 
ment. has been effected between the 
government of Great Britain and the 
United States providing for their 
repartriation from Viadivostok. 
American vessels will begin to ar- 
rive at that port by February 1, and 
a contingent of more than 10,009 
Czecho-Slovak troops can be im- 
mediately embarked. It is expected 
that evacuation will proceed rapidly 
thereafter and from that date the 
first purpose for which American 
soldiers were sent to Siberia may be 
regarded as accomplished. : 

Grave Uncertainties. 


“With respect to the second pur- 
pose, namely, the steadying of ef- 
forts at self-government or self-de- 
fense on the part of the Russians, 
the government of the United States 
is impressed with the political in- 
stability and grave uncertainties of 
the present situation in eastern Si- 
beria, as described in the Aide Me- 
moire presented by the Japanese 
ambassador December 8, and is dis- 
posed to the view that further mil- 
itary effort to assist the Russians 
in the struggle toward self-govern- 
ment may, in the present situation, 
lead to complications which would 
have exactly the opposite effect, 
prolonging possibly the period of 
readjustment and involving Japan 
and the United States in inffective 
and needless sacrifices.

| Mr. Hickson’s services. ‘In many 
cases there was no improvement, 
and in many cases the improvement, 


though noticeable, was not com- 


plete. The degree of healing de- 
pends upon the faith of the person 
who receives the laying on of hands. 
This is said to be the reason that 
Mr. Hickson is especiaily successful 
with children. 

Mr. Hickson’s work does not in 
any way interfere with that of 
physicians and surgeons. He de- 
clares that all healing comes from 
’God, who has endowed herbs with 
healing qualities, and who blesses 
the ministry of medicine and sur- 
gery. : 

The coming to America of Mr. 
Hickson and his missions in heal- 
.ing are among the most notable 
events of the past few months, Ex- 
ceedingly modest, he came to this 
country quietly, and his services 
were conducted without any brass 
bands to announce them. As they 
continued, those who had attended 
began to tell their friends of them, 
and they came, too, until the church 
was filled and people were turned 
away. 

The healer is not a clergyman. 
He is merely a member of the 
Church of England, and while in 
charge of services therefore he does 
not wear the-clerical vestments, but 
an ordinary suit. He opens the 
services with a short prayer, and, 
from the front of the church, but 
not from the pulpit or chancel, he 
gives a brief message to the con- 
gregation. 


Children Given Preference. 


After this, those who wish to be 
healed are invited to come to the 
altar, the children being given pref- 
erence, To each one—to the lame, 
to the blind, 4o those afflicted with 
mental troubles—to each one he 
gives a short prayer, as he places 
his hand on the head, or the part 
of the body afflicted, 

It is just a simple service, with- 
out show of ostentation. 

Many of them leave the altar, 
noticing a change for the better. 
Some are wholly cured at once. 

“Let no one come to the altar 
with hatred in his heart,” Mr. Hick- 
son says. “Rememier that I am 
merely the instrumefit. If you have 
not faith you cannot be healed.” 

Although many people here are, 
as would be expected, credulous. 
others have perfect faith that they 
will be healed, if not instantly, at 
least gradually, as most of the cures 
are effected. 

Must Have Perfect Faith. 

“I realize that it depends upon 
myself whether or not I am heaied,” 
said a woman. “They say thai one 
must have perfect faith to be healed 
at once. No success can be had 
with skeptics.” 

A large number of children will 
be brought forward to be healed. 
Parents of them are making many 
inquiries. Especially large in num- 
ber are those who have had infan- 
tile paralysis, and who desire io be 
healed from that. Mr. Hickson has 
had unusual success with this class. 

A card index will be made of 
those upon whom Mr. Hickson lays 
his hands, and reports of their prog- 
ress will be made from time to 
time. It is interesting to read of 
the subsequent experiences of per- 
sons in other places who have gone 
to see Mr. Hickson. Reports from 
persons in Evanston, Ill, in regard 
to his healings reveal a number of 
interesting facts. One note says: 


Reports in Evanston.

ATLANTA WILL GET 
US. ARMY OFFICES 


Officials Here Are Pleased 
Over the Selection of 
This City. 


Army officers and civic officials 
in Atlanta expressed themselves as 
delighted F bang -omged at the news 
that the department of the south- 
east is about to be brought back 
to Atlanta from Charleston, S. C., 
as was predicted in The Constitu- 
tion’s Washington dispatches in De- 
cember. 

Colonel William R. Sample, in- 
spector general of recruiting, stat- 
ed that since Atlanta is the largest 
distributing point in the southeast 
and a military center already. this 
is a good city for the department. 
Several other high army officials in 
the city expressed themselves as 
being in favor of Atlanta’s selec- 
tion for headquarters. 

It was pointed out that when the 
department was moved from Atlan- 
ta to Charleston, it was announced 
that it was done as an emergency 
measure and with the intention of 
returning it to Atlanta as soon as 
normal conditions obtained. 
Charleston was chosen because it 
was a port city. . 

Advices received from Washing- 
ton Friday stated that the secre- 
tary of war and the war depart- 
ment’s general staff, the military 
department heads in the southeast 
and the entire military machinery 
are practically of one accord in de- 
termining upon Atlanta as the fu- 
ture permanent home for the de- 
partment of the southeast. That 
fact was developed in a‘letter ad- 
dressed by Secretary Baker to Sen- 
ator Smith, of South Carolina, in 
reply to a request for a hearing on 
the appeal to have'the department 
remain in Charleston. 

The controlling factors in secur- 
ing the department permanently 
for Atlanta are the advantage over 
Charleston in transportation facili- 
ties, mail facilities, purchasing and 
supply facilities and in quickness 
of approach from al]! parts of the 
zone. Again, Atlanta is the hub 
of the south and the center today 
of more military activity than any 
other city in the south, which lat- 
ter fact has been a contributing 
factor in the present unofficial se- }

a News from Washington. 
ashington, D. C., Januar 16.— 
(Special.)—That the headquarters of 
the southeastern department of the 
army will be shortly moved from 
Charleston, S. C., to Atlanta, now 
seems assured, according to a state- 
ment made by Secretary of War 
Baker in a letter to Senator E. D. 
Smith, of South Carolina. 

It was predicted in these dis- 
patches in December that this 
change would be made by the war 
department. and, while no official 
order for the removal has yet been 
issued, it is safe to say that the 
southeastern headquarters will be 
permanently located in Atlanta in 
the near future. 


Result of Request. 


Secretary Baker’s statement was 
the result of a request from the 
South Carolina delegation to be 
given an opportunity to present the 
claims of that state for the reten- 
tion of headquarters at Charleston 
when the matter again came up for 
consideration,’ 

The South Carolina delegation, 
led by Senator Smith, has vigorous- 
ly opposed the removal of the de- 
partment of the southeast, while 
Senator Harris has been equally ac- 
tive in behalf of Georgia. 

In offering the South Carolina 
delegation an opportunity to pre- 
sent their claims, Secretary Baker 
told Senator*gmith that it was only 
fair to him to know that the de- 
partment officials were of the 
unanimous opinion that the south- 
eastern headquarters ought to be 
moved to Atlanta. 

Baker’s Letter. 


Secretary Baker says in his let- 
ter to Senator Smith: 

“You called on me once with re- 
gard to the possibility of moving 
the headquarters of the southeast- 
ern department from Charleston to 
Atlanta. I am now considering that 
question, and as I remember it, l 
told you I would let you know if 
the matter ever became active

Edgar Watkins, in a communica-

Nationals Again Take Up 
Conversion to State Banks 


(Albany N. Y., Correspondence Wall 
Street Journal.) 


At the close of 1919 there were 
$00 institutions, firms and individ- 
uals under the supervision of the 
New York State Banking Depart- 
ment with resourcés of nearly 
$8,000,000,000, according to the an- 
nual report of State Superintendent 
of Banks George I. Skinner. These 
institutions maintained 267 branch 
offices in the state and 60 without 
the state. In addition there were 32 
foreign banking corporations main- 
taining offices in this state for their 
duly authorized agents, and 52 nat- 
ional banks had deposited securities 
with the New York State Banking 
Department in order to enable them 
to maintain trust departments in 
accordance with the provisions of 
the Banking Law as amended, mak- 
ing 1,402 seperate offices to be ex- 
amined during the coming year un- 
der provisions of that statue. 
Superintendent Skinner’ reports 
that since the close of the European 
War there has been a marked re-

In his speech at the Jackson day 


dinner Attornty General A. Mitchell 


Palmer suggested a model platform 
for the G. O. P. Should he win the 
prize, Mr. Palmer significantly ob- 
served, he would return the money 
as the republicans “might need it 
for votes in Michigan.” 

This reference to the Newberry 
case, which has resulted in the in- 
dictment of Senator Newberry and 
many of his henchmen who are 
accused of corrupt practices in the 
recent campaign, was naturally 
cheered by the democratic audience. 
Even some of the republican news- 
paper men who happened to sneak 
in cheered it.

The record of achievement dur- 
ing the administration of President 
Wilson includes in addition to the 
great constructive measures men- 
tioned above, the establishment of 
a rural credits system, creation of 
the federal trade commission, pas- 
sage of the Clayton anti-trust laws, 
development of the parcels post and 
upBuilding of the merchant marine.

The report follows: 
“The department. completed its 
work in April 1919. From October 


1918, to February, 1919, there were 


12 classes in elementary hygiene 
and home care of the sick with 
301 pupils; seven classes in diete- 
tics, with 181 pupils; three classes 
in first aid, with 39 pupils; with to- 
tal enrollment, 531. 

“Besides the régular classes at the 
Red Cross house, night classes were 
held in hygiene, dietetics and first 
aid, and classes in the high’ schools, 
in Agnes Scott, Elizabeth Mather, 
Woodberry and North avenue 
schools. A night class at the Y. 
W. Cy A. and a class of 20 students 
at College Park. Two splendid 
classes ™ etementary hygiene and 
home care of the sick were organiz- 
ed for negro women. One of 20 
students was conducted at Spellman 
and one of 18 students at the At- 
lanta University under the direc- 
tion of a negro nurse. 

Hygiene and Dictetics. 

“The classes in hygiene and die- 
tetics in the high schools were fi- 
nanced by the junior Red Cross. By 
orders from Washington the juniors 
will carry on this work in the 
schools. 

“The first-ald classes will hereafter 
be under a first aid committee head- 


ed by an Atlanta physician, Dr. 
William Perin Nicolson, Jre 
The Epidemic. 

“During the epidemic in October, 
1918, the chapter financed three 
classes in hygiene, thus giving free 
to 62 Atlanta women this course 
that they might prepare themselves 
to relieve the nursing situation, 

“Our graduates responded splen- 
didly to the call for help at this time. 
Twenty-four went to serve in sis- 
ter cities throughout the southern 
division. Four went into remofe 
places in the mountains of North 
Georgia and many volunteered for 
private nursing in the homes ‘n the 
city. For one week two of the 
largest charitable oranizations in 
the city were entirely dependent 
upon the nursing force from our 
students. They cared for 36 cases 
in the Home for the Friendless and 
over 100 cases in the Georgia Bap- 
tist Orphanage at Hapeville. 

“Twenty-eight of our students 
served overseas. We aided Mrs. 
Foreman in the Red Cross exhibit 
at the Southeastern Fair in Octo- 
ber, 1918, by furnishing two booths. 
One was fitted up as a hospital 
ward where practical demonstra- 
tions in home nursing were given 
each day by our instructor, Mrs. 
Gordon Wheeler. The other booth 
was arranged as a diet kitchen. 

Dietetics Taught. 4 

“Mrs. Jane Howell, dietitian, gave 
each day a practical lesson, working 
valuable combinations of food for 
home bills of fare, demonstrating 
hoth cooking and serving for adult 
and child, sick and well.- The walls 
of this booth were hung with 
charts of first aid and of dietetics. 

“We also arranged for a lecture 
each afternoon on first ald, to be 
given by different physicians. 

“On March 1, 1919, there was & 
small balance of $59.19 on hand. 
The tables and surgical supplies 
have been sold for $65.00, making a 
total of $124.16. This sum has been 
expended on weekly entertainments 
gince March 15 for the wounded 
men at Fort McPherson, under the 
able management of Mrs. Wilmer 
Moore and her assisints. The joy 
that has come from these entertain- 
ments to the home-sick. wounded 
boys can only be measured by the 
happiness we have had in serving 
them. 

“In closing this report I must 
make gratefu) mention of the ex- 
cellent services of our vice chair- 
man, Mrs. William Shallenberger:

Washington, January 16—Ten or 
twelve short line railroad repre- 
sentatives from Georgia reached 
Washington today headed by B. 5. 
Barker, of Gainesville, vice presi- 
dent of the Short Line Railroad 
association. They were in con- 
ference with members of the Geor- 
gia delegation in the interest of 
adequate protection in the rail bill 
now in conference. The eonfer- 
enge committee is endeavoring to 
iron out a return biIN by harmo- 
nizing the conflicting provisions of 
the house Esch bill and the senate 
Cummins bill, and in doing so It 
is essential that the provisions of 
the Cummins bill as to the short 
lines be retained, practically as 
written, otherwise bankruptcy faces 


many of the little railroads in the 
country that are particularly essen- 
tial to community welfare and de- 
velopment. § 

From Vice President Barker I 
secured the following concise state- 
ment regarding necessary legisla- 
tion: 

Barker’s Statement, 


“This association is trying to 
Save several hundred short line 
railroads which are essential to 
the various communities, Our rec- 
ords show that about 171 of these 
small interstate carriers have not 
been able to meet their operating 
expenses, this brought about to a 
tbe extent by the government 
aving taken over all railroads and 
afterwards relinquishing 95 per 
cent of these small roads. 

On notice from Mr. McAdoo that 
our lines were taken under fed- 
eral control, we advanced our 
wages, thinking that the govern- 
ment would stand the expense. We 
afterward got a notice that our 
lines were relinquished and the cost 
of all material and supplies to- 
gether with wages has made our 
income much less than our outgo. 

“The Cummins bill is very help- 
ful to small roads, It’ guarantees 
them against loss and some of us 
think fixes the guaranteed return 
on the actual investment of our

Esch Bill Unsatisfactory. 


“The Esch bill does not give a 
satisfactory rule of rate-making as 
above outlined, nor are its instruc- 
tions mandatory to the interstate 
commerce commission. 

“It does not guarantee the roads 
which were relinquished their net 
ie losses since January 1, 
1918. 

“It restores the federal railroad 
administration order No. 27, which 
makes the wages on all roads, big 
and small, standard, and in the 
case of our small roads, we would 
have to make this wage retroactive 
to January, 1918, which would spell 
bankruptcy to most of them. 

“Every few days throughout the 
country some small railroad is be- 
ing abandoned and this is happen- 
ing in Georgia.”

May Not Offer Again. 


Carranza, it is declared, may 
make no attempt to succeed him- 
self; the Mexican masses are weary 
of him, and he never has been a 
popular or inepiring figure, while 
in external relations he has brought 
the country into almost insoluble 
difficuities. There is talk in Mexico 
City that Bonillas, who is a friend 
of. Obregon, has been brought out 
prominently as a candidate for the 
purpose of serving as a stalking 
horse for Obregon. 

General Gonzales is commonly be- 
lieved to have the support of Presi- 
dent Carranza. One of General 
Obregon’s chief supporters is the 
governor of the state of Coahuila, 
Espinosa Mireles. President Car- 
ranza is said to have dispatched 
one of his secretaries to Coahuila 
to run for deputy in the national 
congress in opposition to Governor 
Mireles’ candidate, taking this 
step after he had learned of the 
strong organization built up in the 
interest of Obregon by Governor 
Mireles. 

In addition to 800 state soldiers,

troops, as a nucleus for a revolution 
if General Obregon and his friendg 
should judge that their rights had 
been infringed by their political en- 
emies.

PLAN TO KEEP ALIVE 
AIRPLANE INDUSTRY 


Washington, January 16,—Ex- 
penditure of $15,680,625 from war 
department surplus funds for air-+ 
planes and motors would be au- 
thorized by a bill introduced in the 
houste today by Chairman Kahn, 
of the military affairs committee. 
The measure is designed to carry 
out the request made by Secretary 
Baker of congress at the special 
session that sufficient appropria- 
tions be made to keep alive the war 
created airplane industry, 

Under plans of the war depart- 
ment, work to be provided by the 
authorized fund would be allocat- 
ed so as to bring about the greatest 
development of the industry. Most 
of the money would. be for bomb- 
ing planes, the expenditure’ for 
these being $5,625,000. For purchase 
of other planes sums would be pro- 
vided as _ follows: Observation, 
$815,000; two-seater fighting planes, 
$212,500; pursuit, $2,587,500; aavance 
training planes, $1,575,000. Allote- 
ment of $4,865,000 also would bé 
made for the purchase of motors. 
To promote further the aviation in- 
dustry the department has asked 
that the legislation also set aside 
the legal provisions requiring de- 
partment purchases on sealed bids, 


thus permitting it to allocate its 
purchases among various factories.

In this connection a good deal of 
notice was given to messages which 
told of exports purchases of oats 
having been canceled. Increasing 
receipts of corn tended further to 
weigh on the market and so, like- 
wise, did lower quotations on hogs 
The'tonly rallies which took place 
were ascribed to a little covering 
by shorts. 

Oats receded with corn but on the 
decline obtained timely support 
from leading bulls. 

Slowness of cash demand was an 
element of weakness in provisions, 
Besides there were big deliveries on 
January lard contracts. Increased 
stocks too were shown by the semi- 
monthly warehouse report.

Sterling Drops Further. 

The renewed decline in foreign exchange was helped along by to- 
day’s London cables. Sterling was down today to $3.68%. The lowest 
price on record was the $3.64%4, touched on December 12 of last year, 
after which there was a recovery to $3.90%.

With United States Steel common selling below the price at which | 
60,000 shares have just been offered to employees of the company, 
some people are asking if the directors of the steel corporation suppose - 
for a minute that the men will take any of the stock. “Why should 
they buy it, when it can be bought in the open market for less?” was 
one of the questions asked. The answer is that, in the first place, the 
men have the opportunity to buy the stock on the installment plan, 
that is, make weekly or monthly payments. But that is not the real 
reason why the men will take the stock, for by putting up a very little 
actual cash with a responsible brokerage house the same stock could 
be bought today under 106 and paid for on the installment plan. The 
men will take the stock and pay 106 for it, simply because they have 
found that the plan encourages methodical saving, and that any money 
thus saved has been well invested. 

It was in 1903 that the first offering of stock was made by the 
United States Steel corporation to employees, and the offering that 
year and for the next five years was in preferred shares, ranging in 
price from 55 to 102. In 1909, both preferred and common shares were 
offered,’ the first at 110 and the second at 50. The next ‘year only pre- 
ferred stock was offered, with the price 124.

Washington, January 16.—The 
senate finance committee is not 
functioning. A large amount of 
reconstruction legislation is being

of Senator Bojes Penrose, the ad- 
mitted “boss” of the republican 
party in congress, When the finance 
committee, of which he is chair- 
man, will be permitted to again be- 
gin work, in the interest of these 
pressing measures, is a problem. It 
is the only committee in the his- 
tory 6f the senate that has stopped 
performance by reason of a chair- 
man’s illness, and the fact stands 
out as an undeniable evidente of 
the mandatory and controlling po- 
sition of the Pennsylvania repub- 
lican in the congressional majority 

Senator Penrose is now ill at his 
Philadelphia home and is likely to 
go to Florida to recuperate. Until 
he delegates his power to either 
Porter J. McCumber, of North Da- 
kota, the second ranking repub- 
lican member of the committee, or 
Reed Smoot, of Utah, hext in line, 
business of even more than nha- 
tional importance must wait. 


Causing Impatience. 


This situation is causing some 
exhibitions of marked impatience 
among senators of both the demo- 
cratic and republican parties. The 
latter are more quiescent as, one 
and all, they bow before the scep- 


ter of the “big boss.” But they 


renlize the political hole into which 
Senator Pénrose has put them and 
are attempting to scramble out, 
They privately argue that as tiie 
much-vaunted extra session of the 
republican-controlled congress fail- 
ed to pass hardly any of the con- 
structive legislation recommended 
by President Wilson, or even by 
their own party leaders, it is hardiy 
g00d politics to withhold from the 
nation these financial bills that 
were squeezed through the house 
of representatives. 

The senate finance committee held 
but few meetings during the six 
months of the extra session from 
May 19 to November 15, and conse- 
quently many house bills accumu- 
lated in Senator Penrose’s pigeon- 
holes. During most of that period 
the G. O. P. “boss” was in Philadel- 
Phia fighting for his poitical exist- 
ence in a factional mayoralty fight 
and later in electing his party can- 
didate. He returned to Washington 
in the last stages of the fight over 
the treaty of peace and assisted in 
temporarily killing it, together with 
the league of nations. le has not 
been present one day of the present 
regular sessions that began Decem- 
ber 1. 

Only One Measure Reported. 

Since that date but one financial 
measure has been reported out by 
the senate finance committee. That 
was the Sweet bill, providing in- 
creased compensation for military 
disabilities in connection with the 
war risk insurance, and on that oec- 
casion Senator Smoot acted as chair- 
man, Senator McCumber being en- 
gaged in a tour of the southwest. 

The finance committee is now the 
dumping ground for bills passed by 
the house of representatives, and 
many of them are important. In 
the pigeonholes are all the fsolated 
tariff measures over which the 


house spent so much time and ora-

MakeDoughboysFeel 
Like Regular Pikers 


Champion Long Distance 
.Walker Undertakes 30,- 
000-Mile Trip in Three 
Years and Will “Prome- 
nade” 100 Miles on 79th 
Birthday.

The doughboys who hiked over 
thousands of kilometers of French 
Belgian and German territory have 
nothing but service stripes on Dan 
O’Leary of Chicago. He has a proj- 
ect in view that will make their 
international march after the sign- 
ing of the armistice look like a Sun- 
day afternoon promenade. He could 
be able to spot them the distance 
from Antwerp, Belgium, to Hong 
Kong, China, and make their feet 
look like the ratio between a 100 yard 
dash and the champion long dis- 
tance swimming record of the 
world. 

This professional pedestrian pro- 
poses to cover 30,060 miles in the 
next three years, visiting 48 differ- 
ent states and 600 cities. To prove 
the accomplishment of his record, 
he will obtain the seals of the gov- 
ernors of each state that he traverses 
and statements from the chiefs of 
police and mayors of the cities that 
he visits. 

O'Leary is a walker by profession, 
inclination, proclivity and habit. He 
commenced this form of exercise in 
1874 and has kept in practice since 
this date. He had been breathing 
naures, air for 34 years before he 
Semapehees his career of pedestrian- 
sm. 

To commemorate his 79th birthday, | 
Dan intends to take: a short jaunt 
of 100 miles to be made in 24 con- 
secutive hours. He will start out 
from Springfield, Ill, on the 29 of 
next June and Governor Lowden of 
Illinois will coach him the first ten 
miles. 

Other time limit feats that he will 
undertake include a walking trip 
the length of the Panama canal. He 
will try to do this in 24 consecu- 
tive hours’ returning by the same 
route in the same time.

Capt. Detzer Accused 
Of Robbing Soldiers 
Of Roses They Bought 


New York, January 16.—The story 
of an inn at Le Mans and a vase 
of roses was narrated by witnesses 
today at the court-martial on Gov- 
ernor’s Island of Captain Karl W. 
Detzer, of the 308th military police 
company, charged with brutality to 
prisoners. 

Clement Davis, of Chicago, a pri- 
vate in the motor transport corps, 
once a prisoner of Captain Detzer, 
testified that on last Easter Sunday, 
he and several other soldiers were 
holding a little party in the inn 
when they saw the roses and each 
appropriated one, paying the bar- 
maid two francs for the flowers. 
When the party started to leave the 
inn, Davis said, the proprietress 
objected to the men departing with 
the roses in théir blouses and de- 
spite assurances that they had been 
bought, she reappeared with Cap- 
tain Detzer. 

Without more ado, the captain. 
brandishing a loaded riding crop. 
arrested Davis and two other sol- 
diers, according to the witness, aft- 
er roughly shaking some of them. 
Davis said that on advice of a su- 
perior officer he had pleaded guilty 
to a charge of disorderly conduct 
rather than @tay in the guardhouse 
awaiting trial:

By New Anaesthetic; . 
Consciousness Stays 


Wilmington, Del., January 16.— 
Development of a new anaesthetic, 
“which eliminates pain without logs 


tually no nausea,” was announced 
here today by E. 1. Du Pont de Ne- 
mours «& Co. The discovery, it Was 
claimed, would permit elimination 
of pain not only in obstetrical cases 
and dressing of wounds, but in den- 
tistry. 

The anaesthetic was described as 
“a new type of ether—highly re- 
fined and modified by addition of 
certain gases which give to it these 
new and desirable characteristics. 

“Its ability to produce insensi- 
bility to pain without loss of coun- 
sciousness opens up an entirely new 
field of usefulness, including the 
large class of operations which now 
are performed without any attempt 
whatever to eliminate pain,” said 
the company’s announcement. 

“The most common of these are in 
dentistry, where the new ether will 
render painless such operations as 
nerve treating, removal of roots and 
drilling and filling of teeth, and 
in obstetrical cases where only. a 
small amount of the ether is re- 
quired to relieve the pain. 

“It is especially suited to relicv- 
ing suffering in such painful opera- 
tions as sewing of wounds, open- 
ing and treatment of abscesses 
and changing of packing and dress- 
ings. Tests which have been cun- 
ducted with the new ether at va- 
rious hospitals and clinics have 
demonstrated that it is thoroughly 
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practical and that its use is follow- 
ed by no undesirable effects.”
